PREFACE. 

This  volume  is  not  a  complete  record  of  the  Benson  family  citborr 
in  general,  or  in  the  line  we  have  attempted  to  tnice.  It  would  luive 
been  a  task  f,;r  ^K.'vond  the  re.-oui-res  oi  tlie  (■omjuier  \o  hvn  under- 
taken to  obtain  chita  from  ail  ^ecLions  of  this  country  where  lljev  ate 
of  record,  and  so  research  has  liei.^n  confined  to  the  line  of  Jaeolj  Ben- 
son, the  first  one  of  the  family  to  seitle  in  Eastern  Dutchess  Counii)'.. 
New  >i  ork.  ami  wJio  is  said  co  ha"v'e  come  irx)]i\  Giouster  (now  Buri'ilj- 
ville.,  Rhode  Is'aad),  about  174-2, 

In  adililion  to  the  data  given  of  his  T\ume"o.is  de-^r -.'adants.  ; 
have  thouglit  it  may  be  of  sonie  interest  to  add  a  briet  account  of  the- 
earlier  generations  in  Xevv-  England,  as  vs-ell  as  of  the  Dutch  farnily  in 
New  York. 

Djiigent  efforts  have  been  made  to  make  HiLs  data  as  aiitheulie 
and  complele  as  possible.  Il  lias  of  course,  been  nnost  dithcuU;  Vo 
learn  all  al)out  tlic  earlier  generations,  inasmucl!  as  soiae  of  tii'^i::;, 
imbued  with.  Ihe  roving  spirit  of  pioneer  times,  turned  tb.eir  f.-Kes 
westward,  and  though,  in  most  instaiices,  their  last  resting  pi:nv  is 
known,  other  record-;  of  them  ;ire  few. 

From  ancient  family  Ihbles.  and  from  interviews  and  ccrresnon- 
dence  with  older  members  of  ihe  faiidly  I  ara  indebted  for  vrhrt'cvcr 
is  herein  given  in  relation  to  these  f^arly  ar.cestors. 

Among  those  to  v/hom  I  v/isli  to  express  my  sense  of  obligation 
for  valued  infornn^.tion  of  the  New  England  Bensons.  is  Mr.  Fr.E'j 
H.  Bexso.x,  of  Syracuse,  X.  Y  :  wlio  has  in  prei)aratIon  genealogicai 
records  of  the  Ben-on  family  in  the  United  States.  He  has  given 
many  years  of  his  time  and  labor  to  the  work,  and  I  am  certain  that 
in  the  com[)letion  of  it  a  most  accurate  and  comprehensive  history  of 
the  family  will  have  been  achieved. 

Miss  Frances  Cowle-;,  a  <Aene.dog!-t  of  X'ew  Yi^rk  City  ■iia>  ?'\r' 
nished  much  of  the  data  containei'  \n  ihe  arct.nnt  of  the  I^aicb  f:^.nuiy. 

Extracts  from  "Tlu-  E;-!y  Illstorv  of  Anietiia/'  by  the  late  X-w- 
ton  Reed,  have  been  includedi.  as  showing  the  aspect  and  condition 
of  the  country  diirins  the  period  of  its  early  developmenr.. 


For  the  IcinHly  co-onerfition  and  rnaterial  iissistanrf  vondcred  ia 
the  compilation  of  these  records,  1  am  most  L^ratet'iil  to  Jiumerou? 
memt>ers  of  tlie  family  whom  1  jiove  personally  seen,  and  vv'ith  whom 
r  have  r-orre,- J  vended  in  diNtant  state-;,  and  tni-t  t'lat  tlie  iut'ormation 
given  will  be  as  interesting  to  nil  of  my  kindred,  as  the  quest  of  it 
has  pi'oven  to  be  to  me. 

It  will  be  noted  that  eaeh  i^'enoriitior.  is  iiidiciiied.  by  Moman 
numerals,  and  I  have  dei)artcd  from  tlie  us^nal  ciistoni  in  works  of 
this  kind  in  completing  the  data  of  one  line,  before  taking  wn  a];oLhcr. 
It  has  seemed  to  me  more  sati.-factory  to  follow  this  pi;-;"!  than  to 
group  members  of  the  same  generation  togetlier.  i>y  con>ulliiig  the 
index:  any  name  desired  can  be  readily  found,  and  n.o  eonfu-iou  n^jcd 
result  from  the  repetition  of  «o  many  Cliri-tian  names. 

A  feature  of  the  book  is  the  blank  spaces  inter.^T^.crsod  th.rough- 
oul  the  records  for  recording  future  data.  Everyone  is  recomnn-nded 
to  use  these  as  occasion  may  require,  an.vl  thus  make  their  family 
records  continuous  and  up-to-date. 

The  scope  of  the  work  h;is  be^Mi  limited.  >>r'  the  mosi"  pjirt,  to 
those  wlio  i")ear  the  Eeinon  iuime.  To  have  traced  the  ticscendants 
of  the  daughters  in  this  fruitful  family,  who  have  married,  vrould  have 
been  a  task  too  great  for  me  to  have  accompllsh.ed.

STATE. 

Dirck  Beiisiiidh,  the  einigr;M\t  ^viu'»  arrived  in  Xev/  Anistcrda.'n 
in  104S  is  said  to  ha\-e  V-een  the  j)roL;'enitor  (jf  the  Dutch  family  in 
America.  He  was  a  >".vt.Hh\  haviim  come  from  Croniii^.'en,  SAve(ien,  to 
Arnsterdara.  Holhind,,  wli'i^re  he  married  his  wile,  Cnlalin.a  Berek.  and 
fiftei-u'urds  embarked  lo  i'ourxd  hi-^  fortune  and  iiiUiily  in  the  Prov- 
ince of   Nen"  York. 

jvlany  of  his  d  .'S'.-cndants  vrere  hirucly  identiiied  with  the  early 
history  of  New  York  city,  and  ^\•ere  al-o  riu!id)>:Meihre:UO!'iif  the  re>ideiits 
of  Westcliester,  Duteiiess  and>  risler  Counties. 

He  purchased  a  liouse  and  h)t  near  the  fort  in  Xew  Amsterdam. 
(Now  Xew  York  City  i.  in  KUl).  In  ]7')4  he  went  to  F(~)rt  Orange, 
(Albany),  where  he  'ouiit  a  iiouse  and  assi^ied  in  ttie  buildin.g  of  tiie 
new  Church  in  1G5G.     He  died  February  -ZS,  W.j'J. 

The  children  of  Dirck  and  Cala.iiua  Bensingh  were:  Dirck,  born 
1650:  Samson,  Ivorn  lOjC';  Johatuies.  born  1(>50;  Catrina,  borji  1057;

The  three  sons  grev\-  up  in  Aioany  and  were  prominent  in  the 
church.

He  vras  clio^en 
Secretary  of  the  State  Senate,  and  was  al^o  conlidential  aide-de- 
camp of  Go^-ernor  Clinton. 

Henry  }>enson  ;  174 i-18-23),  was  brouiriit  u];  to  the  sea.  but  sui)- 
sequently  became,'  eni::aucd  iii  the  ser\"iee  of  the  Committee  of  Safety 
in  the  waters  of  the  vState  and  tliose  adjacent  thereto.  He  commanded 
an  armed  vessel  of  t'ae  Hudson  Ri\'er,  ;i])di  as.-isted  in  jdacinff  tb.e 
chain  an.J  other  obstructions  in  the  Hmisda  at  ^^'est  Point,  to  in- 
tc^rrupt  the  progress  ot  tiiC  British  up  the  river. 

Egl)ert  Benson  (1 746-1 8,'33).  was  a  conspicut:)Us  patriot,  schoiar 
and  jurist.  He  gra<luated  from  K'in;^''s  'Xt.-Vv-  (Columbia)  College  in 
176.5,  and  received  the  degree  of  ^!.  A.  in  1768  from  his  Alm;i  Alnter. 
In  1709  he  was  adjuittevi  to  tlie  l;ar.  after  whieli  lie  removed  to  {{■■d 
Hook,  Di!tci;e>s  (  Ciunty,  au't  ]irac!i(ed  his  j-'rofession.  He  nev.:-/ 
married.  In  177.S  he  was  a;>poiiiLed  chairnia.n  of.  the  Committee  ^^i 
Safety.  In  177,5  lie  represented  Dutchess  County  in  the  Provineinl 
Convention,   v.hi'.'h   niet   in   Xew   York  for   the  purpose   of  clioosimr

delegate?  to  the  second  Continental  Congress.  May  S,  1777.  he  was 
appointed  the  first  Attorriey  General  of  tlie  State.  ajKJ  i'roni  17  77  tu 
1781  lie  T^-as  cue  of  the  rcpre.sontaii\-e.s  from  Dutcbes.s  c;ounty  in  the 
State  Assembly.  (Jetober  '•■ie.  1781,  he  v.'as  a'^):)ointed  a  menibe"  of 
Congress  from  the' State  of  New  "^  ork,  umler  tlic  Cout'cderation.  and 
re-appointed  in  17Si.  rroni  cliis  tla;e  to  17!M  he  held  various  im- 
portant oiiices.  both  State  and  Federal,  and  in  the  hitter  year  v,a.s 
appoinced  lit'th  .fustice  of  the  Supreme  Court,  which  orrice  lie  held 
until  [March,  1S*')1.  v.lien  he  resigned  on  beiu.;'  appointed  Chief  Judge 
of  the  Second  Circuit  oi  the  United  States  Court. 

In  181-2  he  was  elreted  to  Congress  but  resigneri  before  the  ex- 
piration of  his  first  term  because  of  impaired  health. 

He  was  one  of  the  louuders  of  tlte  ":',c-\\  York  Historical  S^'ciety, 
and  its  first  Presidv;:it,  v.-hiclt  olhce  he  lilled,  successively  for  eleven 
years.

AMBROSE  BEX  SOX. 

The  name  of  Ambrose  Ben.sou  r..p|iear5  in  tlio  Cen.^U'^  of  1790  as  a 
resident  of  Pasvlingtown.  The  tovv-n  of  Dover,  formerly  a  part  of 
PawlingtoTin.  wa^  not  organized  until  Feb.  ^20,  1807.  Ambrose  Ben- 
son was  probably  related  to  the  early  memi)ers  of  tliis  farniJy  then 
living  here.  Ili.s  will  is  dated  Oct.  ^20.  1701.  Ue  mentions  his  wife, 
Paiience  Benson,  daughter,  Mary  .Matidofl",  and  grandsons,  Joseph 
Clear,  Ambrose  Benson  Simpson,  and  Henry  Lyman  Matidotr. 

In  the  eemefery  at  Dover  Plains  there  is  a  stone  bearing  the  in- 
scription, "John  Benson,  b.  1767,  d.  March  81,  1835."

LX  THE  REVOLl'TIOXARY  WAR 

T'eeorcis  of  those  who  served  in  the  Revolntionary  war  are  meager 
and  incomplete  in  respect  to  detai.!-^  of  enlistment  an.d  discharge. 

Hie  author  of  \h.e  "Early  History  of  Amenia"  says,  "Tiiere  were 
undoubtedly  a  large  number  of  privates  who  went  into  the  service  from 
Amenia  whose  names  cannot  be  given,  as  there  are  no  records  withii.' 
reach  of  the  compiler,  and  he  is  obliged  to  draw  only  irora  tradition, 
s.rA  the  very  meaner  records  of  family  history." 

The  following  authentic  statement  refers  to  Sannud  Ben.son.  of 
Amenia,  X'.  \.,  one  of  the  sons  of  Jacob  Benson.  th(t  pioneer. 

'"The  name  of  Samuel  Benson  a[)pears  as  a.  })rivate  in  tlie  list  of 
Dutchess  County  Militia  (Land  Bounty  Rights),  Sixth  Regiment,  to 
be  found  in  "Xew  York  in  The  Revolution,"  by  James  A.  Roberts, 
Albany,  1898.

Tn  addition  to  the  above,  John  Benson  of  Amenia.  X.  Y.,  v.-as  also 
in  the  Six*^!i  Dutchess  County  Militia,  and  Wiiliant  Benson  was  in  the 
Third  Militia. 

John  Benson  of  Amenia,  X'.  Y.,  was  in  the  'T-evies,"  (Con- 
tinental Army>. 
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It  must  be  renieniber(?d  that  thcr','  wore  very  ie%v  J^.-tisous  here 
at  this  period.  When  ttu-  ^.var  broke  out.  h\i\.  litUe  more  than  tliirty 
year.-  hud  eh'p.-fvl  siiu-e  ib.e  eom'uig  ol  Jacob  and  his  sons  of  whom 
three  have  i;)een  recorded  as  patriots. 

As  an  historical  incident  which  will  no  tioubt  be  intere-ling  to 
members  of  .lur  family  we  insert  here  tlie  "i"ie\ohi(ionary  i'ledge."" 

THE  RFAOLUTIONARY  PLEDGE. 

On  April  59,  1775.  a  few  days  after  the  battle  of  Lexington,  an 
Association  was  formed  in  Xcw  York  County,  and  a  ''Piedge"  ado|)ted. 
the  purpose  of  v/bich  yras,  as  stated  by  IJasbronck.  in  his  History  of 
Dutchess  Cou]ity  UUOO)  "'to  bring  the  people  up  to  the  point  of 
associated  eii'ort.  and  had  no  flirect  refereiice  to  an  appeal  to  arms  and 
separation  from  the  English  government." 

The  "Fledge"  reads: 
'  "Persuailed  that  the  salvation  of  the  rights  and  liberties  of  Amer- 
ica depend,  under  God.  on  tlie  iirm  union  of  its  inhabitants  in  a  vigor- 
ous prosecution  of  the  measures  necessary  for  its  safety,  and  convinced 
of  the  necessity  of  j^reventing  anarchy  and  confu-ion  wlilch  attend 
a  dissolution  of  the  powers  of  government.  \^'e,  the  Ereemen,  Free- 
holders, and  Inhabitants  of  Dutchess  i->eing  greatly  alarme.l  at  the 
avowed  design  of  the  ?>Iini-try  to  raise  a  revenue  iw  Aniefica,  and 
shocked  by  the  Hluody  scene  now  acting  in  Massachusetts  Bay.  do, 
in  the  most  solemn  manner  resolve  never  to  become  slaves,  and  do 
associate  under  all  the  ties  of  relision.  honor,  audi  love  to  onr  eountry. 
to  adopt  and  endeavor  to  carry  into  (execution  whatsoever  measures 
may  be  recommended  by  tlie  Continental  Congress,  or  resolved  upon 
by  our  Provincial  Con.vention,  for  the  purpose  of  preserving'  our  Con- 
stitution and  of  opposing  the  several  arliitrary  acts  of  the  British 
Parliament,  until  a  reeoneilation  betv.-een  Great  J'ritain  and  America, 
on  constitutional  princijdes  (which  vre  niost  ardently  desire >  can  be 
obtained,  and  that  we  will  in  all  things  follow  the  advice  of  our  Gen- 
eral Committee  respecting;  the  purp-oses  ;!f!U-e>aid.  the  prestM-vation  of 
pea<-e  and  good  order  and  the  safety  of  ijidividuals  aiul  property." 

Mr.  Reed  says  in  his  "Early  History  of  Amenia".  that  there  were 
43.5  signers  to  this  ■'Ph::dge"  in  Amenia,  and  only  s^ix  refused  or  delayed 
to  sign.  In  the  list  he  gives,  the  names  of  .Joseph  and  John  Benson 
appear  as  sigtiers.

The  ■'Frccinct"  of  Aiiifnia  v.as  forraed  by  an  act  of  the  Colouial 
Le^i'isiHture.  ^[arc!!  -2').  17(1-2.  The  geographical  Iimii>  v.'erc  the  same 
aI>o  ot"  tlie  "town"  of  Anienia,  ^vhif■h  was  formed  March  7.  17SS,  aiid 
continued  tlije  same  till  March  ••2t>.  lb>23,  when  the  tov  as  of  Amenia 
and  Northeast  vv'ere  so  reorganized  a.s  to  change  the  boundary  between 
them  as  it  is  at  present. 

The  name  Anieuio  v--as  hrst  used  about  the  time  of  the  organiza- 
tion of  the  Precinct,  and  owe^  its  origin  to  Dr.  Thonms  Young,  a 
learned  gentleman  wlio  resided  several  years  at  Anienia  E'nion. 

lion.  p]gbert  Beii-on.  in  a  ?>IeTnoir  read  before  the  X.  ^'.  Ilistoricoi 
Society  (p.  1-2G.  N.  Y.  Hist.  Colleciion,  ^'ol.  IE)  in  1810,  stiy.s  'Y'er- 
mont — Grcc/'  Mounluin-^ — and  the  town  of  Aineuia — pleasant — owe 
their  names  to  the  fancy  of  Young,  the  poer.  I  mean  ihe  Americaii 
and  not  Ihe  English  Young.  He  had  a  peculiar  facility  in  miikiiiL:' 
English  word-  from  Lntm  ones." 

ASPECT  OF  THE  COUNTRY. 

"There  v.-as  not  an  unbroken  forest  here  when  the  hrst  settlers 
came:  as  the  iires  ot  the  Indians,  in  their  pursuit  of  game,  liad  destroy- 
ed the  timber  on  the  dry  lauds,  evcOjit  a  few  i.-olate.i  specimens,  of  oak. 
white  wood,  and  wild  clierry.  some  of  which  attidned  great  size. 

On  the  [/iains  there  were  scattered  small  oaks,  which  had  sprung 
up  after  the  tire>,  and  l)y  the  creeks  and  in  wet  Lands,  there  vv-ere  l.-irge 
buttonwood  and  black  ash  trees:  and  all  the  slrr-ams  were  overhuni!; 

with  a  ma-~  of  alders  and  willows The  moutUain>,  being 

burned  over  by  the  Indians,  were  so  bare,  that  Ihe  wild  deer  were 
pl.ainly  seen  from  the  valleys  l)elow. 

At  this  earl^-  period  tiiere  were  a  few  ?cat^ered  remnants  of  the 
F'equod  Indians,  ^^-ho  had  their  hunting  gr'-utids  np  and  down  the 
valleys. 

There  were  a  few  Iniiian  wigwams  n(?ar  the  outh>t  of  Swift's 
Pond." 
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■*^\lleu  Ricliard  Sackett,  the  pioneer  .'^ettler  of  Amon.ia  came, 
prcv'(i;i.s  Lo  I  Til.  there  wa.--  not  another  whiio  family  in  th.e  ("'junty 
nearer  iliau  Pouiihkeepsie,  and  the  vrjiole  {)Opu!atioa  of  Dutchess 
Contity  theii  iiiehidiag  Pi.itnam,  x'.-as  only  about  4.)(.i.  From  1740  {.o 
1750  the  iniinig-ration  from  New  England  -^va^  evidently  lari!-e.  The 
[irice  of  land  then  was  a  dolhir  and  a  half  per  acre.  Ii;  IT'-O  it  ^vas 
about  tv.-i)  doluirs  and  a  hnli  per  acre.  The  populaiion  of  Arneuia 
in   17!)0  was  S.07S. 

The  price  of  v\-heat  in  1776  was  five  shi!h!n2'>  v-  bushel,  and  that 
was  thepriceof  a  day's  work  in  linrve-ting.  Bu'ter  was  ten  jjenoe  per 
pound..  The  waces  of  a  hired  air!  at  housevs-ork  or  spinning  Vv-as 
five  sliiliing's  a  week.  Tlicy  were  not  servants  as  a  class,  but  were 
many  of  them  equal  in  social  position  to  their  eniployers. 

•Josepli  Ik-nson  was  an  early  resident  of  the  south  part  of  the  town 
where  the  fann'ly  have  rensained  in  considerable  numbers."

THE  OLD  PIXE  TREE. 

When  Joshua  Benson,  son  of  Samuel.  1st.  and  iirandson  of  Jacob. 
the  pioneer,  was  a  iad  oi  fourteen  he  transplanted  a  pine  sapling  in  the 
door  yard  of  his  home.     This  was  about  1800. 

Tlie  tree  was  -tandina"  in  iOl.:-  but  shovving  advanced  .-Jgns  of 
decay.  It  was  the  largest  of  its  kind  in  t'ue  vicinity;  was  recognized 
as  a  land-mark,  and  was  reeered  for  the  a---(H'iations  of  a  cent\iry  and 
more,  not  alone  by  tlie  immediate  family  of  llie  on.e  who  planted  it, 
but  by  the  entire  nie.ahliorhood,  as  \ve!i. 

One  of  Josliua's  sons  who  succeeded  him  on  the  old  homestead, 
was  in  later  years  inspireil  by  the  muse  to  write  the  following  verses 
in  review  of  the  j.assing  -scenes  and  incidents  in  !ii-  domestic  life  of  so 
many  and  fruitful  years:

:\\viv\-  hark  in  early  times  after  tiic  \\hJte  .settl-ns  became  establisLi- 
ed  ill  tlie  ()l>ionii'  ^'lllley,  roving  bands  of  Indians  woidd  appear  at 
times,  set  up  their  v,-igv,ams,  hunt  and  iish,  and  perhaps,  trade  a  little 
witli  the  inhabitants.  They  are  said  to  have  beionued  to  the  Pequod 
tribe  in  New  England. 

There  is  a  tradition  that  no  less  than  six  of  them  i-'turned  no 
more  to  tlie  hTnd  of  their  fathers,  having  .had  a  'little  di'Terence''  with 
the  settlers  in-  Amenia.  on  one  of  their  expeditions,  which  cu!  .minated 
in  their  slaughter.  It  i^  said  Hkii  all  six  were  burled  in  one  grave  at 
the  foot  of  '"Cedar  lliil,"  on  the  '^vest  side,  and  at  a  point  nearU-  op- 
posite the  residence  of  Frank  Jenkens. 

But  it  must  not  be  inferred  from  this  incident  that  there  was  ever 
much  troul)le  in  the  Nine  Partners  district  between  tlie  settlers  and 
the  Indians.  There  vras  not.  While  block  houses  and  other  means  of 
defense  Vv'ere  common  as  near  by  as  Litchlield,  (."onn.,  arnicable  re- 
lations were  the  rule  here,  ov/ing  in  great  jKirl  it  is  said,  to  the  in- 
fluence of  Mr.  Winecar,  one  of  the  Ann.aiia  pion-^^rs. 

It  is  related  that  an  Indian  one  winter  li\  ed  in  a  vrigwam  near  the 
'Tuller"  spring  on  tlie  farm  of  the  late  William  F.  Benson),  and  took 
care  of  some  cattle  that  "Uncle"  David  Benson  had  in  uintcr  cjuarteri 
there.     That  nnist  have  been  more  than  100  years  ago. 

The  writer  remembers  having  seen  a  cam))  of  s(juavrs  from  the 
Schaghticoke  res':'r\-ation  south  of  Kent,  Conn.,  near  the  highway  by 
the  "Roaring  I'rook," — so  called  because  at  times  of  high  waier  its 
descent  alone  the  precii'iious  slopes  of  the  East  Mountain,  makes  an 
uproar  cd<in  to  Niagara. 

Tliose.  sfpiaws  used  to  weave  baskets  tioth  phun  and  fancy,  de- 
signed for  hard  usage  about  the  farm,  as  well  as  f(-tr  the  more  careful 
handling  acce^rdrd  the  housewives'  reeeptacles  of  sundry  articles  of 
utihty. 

They  accented  in  payment  such  commodities  as  salt  pork,  tiorn-, 
and  wearing  apparel.  Some  of  their  busker^  u-ere  dyed  in  attractive 
patterns  of  briaht  colors — which  have  never  taded.  Some  of  them  are 
in  use  at  the  pre-ent  day. 

In  addition  to  this  aecompli^hment  in  l)ask(H  making,  some  of 
the  squaws   were  wise   in    n-;edical   lore.     They    knew  the   virtues   of 
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roots  and  lierbs,  mid  were  not  >Io\v  in  ways  and  means  of  first  aid  to 
those  airiicted  ])y  disease  or  injury.  Their  advice  and  treatnieiit  was 
in  t'reqneiit  deniiind  in  thu^e  limes,  and  some  ol'  tlioir  remedies  are 
now  in  use. 

"UNCLE-  DAMD   BENSON  AND  THE  INDIANS. 

"Unele"  David  Benson  i  j  77U-1-S.37),  lived  on  the  farm  in  thic 
southern  part  of  Amcnia,  N.  Y.,  now  in  the  possession  of  Tiiomas  S. 
Benson.  For  some  years  this  farm  was  occupied  by  George  \\'.  Chap- 
man. One  liundred  or  mi.n-e  years  ago  a  band  of  Indians  camped  on 
his  farm  for  a  while,  and  members  of  his  family  made  the  discovery 
that  they  had  in  tlieir  jiossession  some  copi)er  utensils,  v,-hich  fact 
inspired  a  covetous  feeling  within  the  ]5cnson  breasts. 

Accordingly  they  went  into  executive  session,  with  "Uncle" 
David  as  cliief  adviser,  and  it  being  pork-i^irhng  time  he  sucgested  to 
the  boys  triat  negotiations  lor  the  copper  ware  be  opened  by  a  ])ro- 
posal  to  exchange  a  fat  pig  for  the  same. 

But  wh.en  the  prot)osition  was  duly  submitted,  the  Indians,  for 
some  reason  demurred.  They  Wc?re  'perhaps"  mindful  of  past  ex- 
periences with  the  "Yankees.""  wherei)y  tlieir  "goat"  had  \-anished. 
■  They  seemed  susj>i<.'ious  oi  a  scheme  to  j)ois(jn  them.  After  some 
parleying  it  was  stipulated  tliat  if  the  l^)en.>,ons  would  slaughter  the 
pig.  and  cook  a  jiortion  of  it.  iir^t  partaking  of  the  same  in  their  pre- 
sence, they  would  close  the  deal,  providing,  of  course,  that  no  ill  eiiects 
follovv'ed  the  indulgence  in  pork  steak. 

The  result  of  tlie  test  proving  entirely  satisfactory,  the  cop[)cr 
utensils  were  passed  over  to  "Tncle'"  David's  family,  afterviards  com- 
ing into  the  possession  of  his  daughter,  Mary,  who  married  Egbert 
"U'atts  of  Dover  Plains.  N.  Y.  Some  time  after  her  decease,  they  were 
given  to  Mr>.  Sarah  A.  Belding  of  Do\-er  Blains,  who,  in  turn  presented 
them  to  Judge  Olcott  of  New  York  City. 

^'UNCLE'"  JACOB   BENSON  AND   HIS   HIRED   MAN. 

"I'ncle"  Jacob  Benson  (T7SG-1SG4.',  son  of  John  and  irrandson 
of  Jacob,  the  pnoneer,  usetl  to  live  in  the  town  of  Amenia,  N.  Y.,  near 
the  Dtn'er  line,  on  the  farm  now  owned  by  ^^'right  P.  Tabor.  His 
house  was  burned  in  bSf)4.  and  he  then  went  to  live  with  his  nejihew, 
"Squire"  Hufcut. 
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!  ''I'ncle"  Jaoon    was    a   very  shrewrj,  tiiiri'ty  farmer.     Dividing 

[  his  time  hetwfon  layini:  stone  walls  and  kee[)in£{  a  watchful  eye  ou  his 

1  hired  men,  ^ecnicd  to  be  his  mnst  congenial  occupation. 

i  In  those  times  farm  help  was  plentiful.     "Labor"  had  but    few 

'  innings,  and  but  little  opportunity  for  bargaining   to  advantage  with 

j  employers. 

;  But  it  so  happened  there  was  a  man  who  got  the  best  of  "rncle" 

'!  Jacob.     It  ha]>iiened  in  haying  time.     It  frequently  occurred  on  his 

;  farm  that  more  grass  would  be  cat  in  the  morning  than  could  be  cured 

;  and  drawn  to  the  barn  in  the  afternoon.     So,  at  dark  there  would  be 

)  hay  left  in  the  meadow,  that  ''Uncle"  Jacob  was  determined   should 

i  be  put  under  cover.     As   a  result,   the  men  were  ordered  out  after 

I  supper  to  clean  up  the  field.     On  this  particular  occasion,  one  of  the 

[  men  who  was  driving  the  oxen  and  cart  out  for  a  load,  hatched  a  scheme 

j  our  of  the  gathering  darkness  in  the  meadow   and  the  effulgent  wit 

f  in  his  own  ''dome."     After  the  load  had  been  pitched  on,  it  had  be- 

;•.  come  C{uite  dark,  and  having  singled  out  a  good  .sized  boulder  near  by, 

!  and  removed  the  pin  from  the  axle,  he  "geed"  or  "hawed"  right  over 

•  the  obstruction  with  the  load,  turning  it  over,  and  losing  the  v.'heel  in 

I  the  bargain.     Of  course,  he  had  a  hard  luck  tale  ready  for  the  irate 

i  ''I'ncle"  Jacob,  but  it  is  needless  to  say,  there  was  no  more  "haying" 

;  it  that  night. 

\  HOW  "BEN"  BEXSON  CLEANED  HOUSE, 

i  Benjamin  Benson,  son  of  Jacob  Benson,  -Sud,  lived  at  one  tim.e  at 

■:  Schagticoke,   Conn.     There    were    Indians  in  the  neighborhood  who 

:  were  disposed   to   make  him  troul)le.     It   was  necessary  for  him  to 

\  drive  his  cattle  across  a  stream  to  pasture,  and  these  Indians  greatly 

I  annoyeii  and  bothered  him  by  flaunting  blankets  and  throwing  mis- 

i  siles  which  frightened  the  cattle  so  they  could  not  be  managed.     "Ben" 

r  naturally  got  indignant.     He    read    the    riot  act   to    his  tormentors, 

(.  and    the  situation  became  acute,  culminating  one  day  by  a  call  from 

I  "Aunt"  Eunice  Mahwee,  a  squaw  who  had  been  converted  to  the 

I  Christian  faith,  and  was  always  afterwards  loyal  to  tlie  v,-hite  people. 

I  She  could  not  speak  Enclish  very  well,  but  when  she  told  "Ben"  to 

i  "Urry,  urry."  he  knew  what  it  n;eant.    He  did  not,  however,  run  away, 

\  but  converting  a  stout  chair  into  a  weapon  of  defense,  avv-aited  the 

1  approach  of  the  band  of  Indians,  vind  single-handed  laid  all  of  them 

I  low   as   they   entered  his   house.     This   inrident    probably   happened 

I  prior  to  the  year  1S0<). 
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ONE  0>;  THE  BEXSONS. 

When  Joltn  M.  Swift  a  youna;  college  graduntc  from  Pou.chkcep- 
sie  first  moved  to  his  farm  on  Poplar  Hill,  in  the  to\vn  of  Ainenia,  N. 
Y.,  coTv  o-^ned  by  Ernest  C.  Benson,  he  was  nor  very  well  versed  in 
farm  economic?,  and  was  therefore  influenced  at  times  to  proceed  to 
his  own  disadvantace,  and  to  tiie  profit  of  those  more  "knowing." 

It  was  on  one  of  these  occasions  that  hog-killing  time  being  at 
hand.  Mr.  Swift  sent  for  Harvey  Schermerhorn.  an  expert  butclicr,  as 
well  as  an  expert  joker,  to  take  charge  of  the  killing,  and  afterwards 
to  cui:  up  the  carcassos  m  preparation  for  pickling. 

During  the  process  of  dissection,  Mr.  Swift  was  a  most  interested 
spectator,  "Harv,'"  deftly  removed  the  heads,  and  leaf  lord,  and 
neatly  split  the  plump,  corn  fattened  animals  in  halves  along  the 
spinal  column. 

He  then  proceeded  to  remove  those  juicy  steaks  that  are  attached 
to  the  loins  in  the  region  of  the  hams.  "Harvey,"  inquireti  Mr. 
Swift.     "\MiaL  might  those  portions  be.'" 

"Them,"  said  "Harv,"  who  was  by  no  means  destitute  either  of 
■wit,  or  a  sense  of  the  fitness  of  things,  "them  is  what  they  call  the 
tenderlines." 

"Are  they  fit  to  eat,"  asked  ^Ir.  Swift!' 

"Wah,"  replied  "Harv,"  with  his  characteristic  drawl.  "The 
Bensons  sometimes  eat  'em." 

To  which  observation  Mr.  Swift  responded,  by  saying,  generou-ly. 
"Well,  Harvey,  you  may  have  those  if  you  care  for  them." 


AN  .\xNCIENT  JACK-KNIFE. 

•Jacob  Benson  ^nd  ClTlU-lSlT)  lived  on  tlie  farm  known  as  the 
"Cedars,"  which  lies  about  midway  between  the  residence  of  Frank 
Jenkens  on  the  Amenia-Dover  line  and  the  homestead  of  the  late 
William  F.  Benson. 

Jacob  Benson's  farm  descended  to  his  son.  David  (1779-1S57), 
and  to  David's  son,  Joseph  (ISOO  1877',  known  as  "white  headed 
Moe' ".  The  iatter's  son.  Edwin  (1838-1010),  continued  there  for 
some  years  after  his  father's  death,  when  the  lale  Samuel  K.  Benson 
purchased  the  farm,  and  it  is  now  in  possession  of  his  son  Th.omas  S. 
Benson. 
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One  day  v.iieii  Edwin  vcas  piowinj;  he  turned  up  a  quaint  old 
jack  Knilo  thai:  had  evidenliy  been  'uurieu  in  the  soil  for  ii  loitg  iinn^. 
Pieces  of  bone  inserted  in  the  handle  had  entirely  decayed.  It  had 
one  large  blade  of  excellent  temper,  and  when  the  rust  vras  removed 
was  I'ound  to  be  'in  good  condition  except  as  n^jled.  The  old  relic 
was  identified  by  Jo^eph  Benson  as  having  belonged  to  his  grand- 
father, Jacob,  -^nd,  and  the  incident  of  his  losing  it  was  refalled.  That 
was  more  than  lOG  years  ago,  The  knife  is  novv'  in  possession  of  the 
compiler  of  this  volume. 

HENRY  D.   BENSON  AND  IIIS    MISSING  GRAIN  CRADLE. 

Henry  D.  Benson  (15-20-1S96),  having  lieard  his  father,  Joshua, 
say  that  a  man  formerly  in  his  employ  had  once  cradled  ten  ;icres  of 
rye  in  one  day,  and  he  had  followed  after,  raking  and  binding  the 
grain  in  the  same  ler^gth  of  time,  determined  to  show  them  that  he 
was  made  of  equally  as  good  stuff. 

Accordingly,  a  ten-acre  neld  of  oats  being  ripe  for  the  harvest, 
Henry  shouldered  his  cradle  bright  and  early  in  the  morning,  and 
"struck"  around  it.  It  is  recorded  of  him,  tliat  he  had  a  fine  physique, 
being  six  feet  tall,  ijiured  to  the  hardest  kind  of  labor,  and  what  was 
of  great  advantage  in  his  self-imposed  task,  he  was  gifted  with  a  long 
reach. 

His  father,  wlio  had  been  keeping  a  watchful  eye  on  him,  had 
noted  his  progress  daring  the  day,  and  observed  in  the  latter  jxrrt  of 
the  afternoon  that  only  a  small  piece  remained  in  the  middle  of  the 
lot.  But  th.ere  were  indirations  that  a  "tired  feeling"  was  creeiiing 
over  Henry,  and  wh.en.  tinally,  he  sought  the  cooling  shade  of  a  con- 
venient tree,  one  of  iris  brothers  was  dispatched  to  the  field  with  in- 
structions to  "'sv^-ij.ie""  the  cradle  and  hide  it.  But  it  transpired  that 
he  was  nearly  exhausted,  so  that  he  had  to  be  assisted  to  the  house. 

In  a  letter  v\Titteii  in  184S  to  a  brother  then  in  \Visconsin,  he 
refers  to  the  unfinished  stunt  by  saying  that  he  had  a  recurrence  of 
"lame  back,"  such  as  laid  him  out  while  cradling  in  the  "old  field." 
That  day's  work  seems  rather  strenuous  when  compared  v:ith  v.'iiat  a 
team  of  horses  on  a  reaper  or  binder  will  do,  or  with  the  man  who 
laboriously  cuts  a  .-vrath  around  the  held  in  preparation  for  those 
modern  outfits — and  the  average  farm  helper  now  is  both  awkward 
and  shy  in  cultivating  the  use  of  the  grain  cradle. 
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The  writer  can  vouch  for  the  above  uicident  as  being  absolutely 
true,  a<  he  has  heard  it  related  not  alone  in'  the  prineipai,  but  from 
di^iiitere-^ied  sources  as  well. 

We  ehronicle  it  here  as  an  instance  for  the  rising  generation  of 
what  th(Mr  ancestors  were  car-able  of  accomplishing  in  those  times 
when  farm  min-hinery  was  unknown.,  and  hardened  muscles  were  de- 
pended on  to  do  practically  all  that  was  done. 

SAMUEL   BENSON    (17S3  1864',   AND   HIS    '^BURNED"  COAL 

PIT. 

Samuel  Ik-nson,  generally  known  a?  '"Uncle"  Sam  by  his  contem- 
poraries, lived  in  the  town  of  Dover  where  Joseph  Ryan  now  resides. 
He  ^Yas  a  conu:enial  man.  and  among  his  fraternal  associates  were 
John  Tabor,  George  Schermerhorn  and  Alfred  Wheeler,  three  well- 
known  residents  of  the  town.  They  were  much  addicted  to  playing 
practical  joke.s  upon  one  another,  as  well  n-  u[)on  other  unsuspecting 
victims  outside  their  immediate  circle.  Among  the  'tories  that  have 
been  banded  down  is  tliis  one: 

It  seems  that  "I'ncle  "Sam  had  a  coal  pit  all  read.y  to  *'burn," 
and  as  liis  friend  Schermerhorn  was  an  expert  collier,  what  more 
natural  than  that  he  should  bargain  with  him  to  do  the  job.  '■'Scher- 
merhorn,'" said  he,  "if  you  will  burn  the  pit  for  me,  I  will  give  you  a 
yearling  bull." 

'Tt  shall  be  done,"  agreed  Schermerhorn,  who  lost  no  time  in 
acquaintins  his  friends  Tabr.ir  and  V^■b'■eler  with  tlie  j.iroi)osit!ori,  in 
order  that  tliey  might  t-)e  "in  at  the  nnJsh"  of  the  little  scheme  he  had 
in  mind.  One  niglit  not  long  thereafter,  the  torch  was  ai)plied,  and 
the  pit  didy  i)urne>d.     Ni)thing  but  a  pile  of  ashes  remained. 

The  following  morning  "Uncle''  Sam  was  advised  that  the  con- 
tract had  been  executed.  Directing  his  gaze  tovrards  the  site  of  the 
pit.  he  saw, — nothing. 

Tabor  and  Wheeler  had  in  the  meantime  arrived  to  jollify  a  little, 
but  "Uncle"  Sam,  being  a  man  of  honor,  and  somewiiat  of  a  philosopher 
onlv  said,  "Schermerhorn,  the  bull  is  vours." 
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THE  CIRCUS  IN  'SQUIRE  TABOR'S  STORE. 

Once  upon  a  time  it  ]iappene<i  Lbat  ''Uncle"  Sam  Benson  "ni'^t 
up"  with  liis  genial  friends  iu  'Squire  Tahor's  store,  which  was  located 
near  the  residence  of  Thomas  F.  Whalen,  Dover  Fhiin.s,  X.  Y.  On 
this  occasion,  "Uncle"  Sam.  who  used  to  ride  a  bhick  nmre  on  his  ex- 
cursion^ to  the  village,  had  hi'ciied  her  under  the  shed,  near  by.  lie 
was  tclliniT  liis  friends  hov,-  the  mare  would  respond  to  tlie  sound  of  his 
step  or  voice  by  neighing,  which  assertion  was  questioned,  v%-hereupon 
he  walked  out  on  the  porch,  cdieined  and  cleared  his  throat,  when, 
sure  eno'jjii  the  mare  nci:ihed. 

"TU  bet  you."  said  Scherinerhorn,  "that  she  will  v^-hinner  if  I 
walk  out  there  and  attract  her  attention."  "Xo,  she  won't"  declared 
■'Uncle"  Sam.  'Til  bet  you,"  said  Schermerhorn.  '"ril  take  you," 
rejoined  '"Uncle"  Sam.  Then  Schermerhorn  went  out  on  the  porch, 
paced  up  and  down  once  or  tv.-ice,— at  the  same  time  exercising  his 
vocal  organs  persuasively.  But  there  was  nothing  dohig.  The  rnare 
was  silent,  so  Schermerhorn  had  to  ''set  'em  up."  After  this  fiasco  it 
was  proposed  to  bring  ihf^  mare  liji  on  ^be  norrli.  winch  sUmt  ha\'ing 
been  accomphshtd.  she  VN-as  led  inside  the  store  and  mounted  by  one 
of  the  party,  wh.o  v^-as  evidently  bent  on  getting  "Uncle"  Sam  into 
trouble,  lie  ro^ic  around  the  store  a  few  times,  when  hi^  progress 
was  interrupted  by  an  exclamation  from  '"Uncle"  Sam,  who  had  thrown 
a  buffalo  r(»l>e  over  his  head  and  was  shouting,  "I  might  be  liable 
but  I  can't  seel" 

THE  MAPLES  ON  PLYMOUTH  HILL. 

It  is  not  generally  known  who  planted  the  rows  of  beautiful  maple 
trees  that  have  adorned  Plymouth  Hill  so  long. 

Joseph  H.  Benson  ClSlo-lOOl)  worked  for  Isaac  DeForest.  a 
farmer  on  Plymouth  Hill  in  18-2(5,  when  a  boy  11  years  of  age.  It  v/as 
he  who  set  out  all  those  trees,  and  in  after  years  he  was  heard  to  say 
that  he  could  not  wish  for  a  better  monument.  He  predicted,  when 
some  of  them  were  tnmmed,  years  aao,  that  they  would  begin  to  de- 
cay, which  prediction  has  been  veriried.  Probably  the  lower  branches 
encroached  upon  the  hiuhvv-ay,  nud<uig  their  removal  necessary,  but  it 
is  understood  to  be  fatal  to  a  maijle  to  prune  it  severely.  Joseph  H. 
Benson  was  father  of  Piatt  J.  Benson  of  Wassaic,  X.  Y.,  and  grand- 
father of  Frank  D.  Benson  of  Dover  Plains,  X.  Y. 
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SOME  OVATNT  EPITAPHS. 

lu  Valley  Viev:  llnvrA  Cemetery  at  Dover  I'laius,  N.  Y.,  are  two 
tombstones  inscribed  as  follows: 

Jacob  Benson  (17o5-lS17). 

"Stop,  my  friend,  as  you  pass  by, 
As  you  are  now,  so  once  was  I, 
As  I  am  now,  so  you  must  be. 
Prepare  for  death,  to  follow  mc." 

Lydia  Benson,  his  Vviie  (1752-18-3-2). 
"Mortals  behold,  as  in  a  glass. 
And  here  behold  your  doom. 
Death  is  the  door  through  which  you  pass. 
To  your  eter/ial  home." 

NOTES  OF  THE  BENSON  NEIGBBORHOOD. 

For  a  great  nnny  years  the  extreme  southeastern  part  o[  the 
town  of  Amcnia.N.  v.,  has  been  known  a>  the  "Benson  Neigh})orhood." 

Formerly  there  was  quite  a  compact  settlement  there  of  members 
of  the  family,  their  farms  in  most  in-tances,  adjoining.  More  recently 
some  of  these  old  homesteads  have  passed  to  other  names,  but  the 
Bensons  are  yet  there  in  considerable  numbers.  In  the  towns  of 
Dover,  Am.enia,  Pawhng  and  Washington,  there  are  now  (1915)  T-i  of 
them. 

The  oldest  homestead  is  that  formerly  owned  by  Samuel  Benson, 
L->t,son  of  -Jacolt.  1st,  vrho  lived  there  about  the  period  of  the  Revolu- 
tionary War.  The  farm  has  been  in  continuous  ]>ossession  of  his  de- 
scendants up  to  the  present  time,  his  great  grandson,  Arthur  T.  Denson, 
now  residing  there.  Other  homesteads  long  in  the  family  are  those 
where  Flatt  J.  Benson  lives,  near  Wassaic.  N.  Y.,  and  the  place  on  the 
State  road  south  of  the  "Steel  Works,"  v>-here  his  son,  Hadley  H.  Ben- 
son has  but  recently  built  a  new  house  to  replace  the  one  where  his 
grandfather,  the  late  Joseph  II,  Benson  lived  sc.  iun^.  and  which  was 
burned  several  ye;irs  ago. 

The  farm  ot  Hmanuel  C.  Bensoa  in  Ammia.  N.  Y.,  was  owned  be- 
fore ISOO  by  John  Benson,  and  afterwards  hy  Jacob  Benson  his  son, 
but  it  passed  out  of  the  family  from  about  ]s(M)  to  1S!)7. 
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"Aunt"  Rutli  lienson.  Nvidow  of  the  late  Samuel  K.  Benson  has 
lived  in  her  prcL-eiit  home  since  1845. 

Chirk  H.  BcpsoTi  succeeded  bis  father,  the  late  James  V.  Benson, 
on  the  farm  long  owned  by  him,  in  the  tov>n  of  Dover.  N.  Y. 

Jacob  Benson,  ^2nd,  his  sou  David,  and  his  crrandson  Edwin,  lived 
on  the  farm  adjoining  that  of  the  late  William  F.  Benson  in  the  town 
of  Amenia,  X.  Y.  It  is  yet  in  the  Benson  name,  but  the  buildings 
have  fallen  into  decay  and  no  one  live?  there  now.  John  J.  Benson  in 
early  life  located  on  a  farm  in  the  town  of  'V^'ashington,  X.  Y.  His 
sons,  Ovid  and  John  J.,  Jr.,  continue  there. 

In  South  Dover,  X.  Y.,  Joseph  Benson  aT72 -181-2)  probably  lived 
on  the  farm  now  owned  by  Mr.  Roscnbaum,  as  lie  mentions  in  his 
will  a  certain  parcel  of  land  near  the  "Great  Pond" — meaning  Lake 
Ellis.  His  son,  Daniel  L.  succeeded  him  there,  and  another  son, 
Ellis,  owned  the  farm  nearby  that  later  came  into  the  possession  of 
Ebenezer  W,  Benson. 

Subsec[uent  to  IS-iO  there  v/as  a  large  exodus  of  the  young  men 
and  women  to  the  then  territories  of  V.'isconsin  and  Iowa,  and  their 
descendants  from  a  considerable  part  of  the^  records  in  this  voluroCc 

THE  BEAVER  DAxM. 

Across  a  swamp  on  the  farm  of  Wriglit  P.  Tabor,  in  Ameuia,  jX. 
Y..  formerly  Jacob  Benson's,  ccui  be  plainly  seen  from  the  highway  the 
remains  of  a  beaver  dam.  It  extends  diagonally,  in  a  southeast  and 
northwest  direction,  terminatiiig  near  the  foot  of  the  hill.  Swifts' 
Pond,  at  one  time  covered  all  the  area  north  of  this  dam. 

XEGRO  BURYIXG  GROUXDS. 

On  this  same  farm,  in  a  field  near  the  highway  not  far  west  from 
tht:  former  home  of  ■"Uncle"  Jacob  Benson  there  is  or  was  a  plot  called 
the  "X'^egro  Corner."  It  i^  apparent  that  there  were  many  colored 
people  here  in  early  times.  This  was  one  of  their  burial  grounds. 
Another  one  is  >aid  to  be  on  the  old  Ilufcut  place  on  Preston  Mo'm- 
tain.  There  was  a  slave  in  the  family  of  Thomas  Swift  at  Singpak  who 
vras  called  "Cuffv." 
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THE  MILL  ON  THE  MOUNTAIN. 

On  the  En>t  Mountain  ucar  the  olJ  '"Decker"  place  there  was 
formerly  a  dam  and  niili.  As  tLiere  was  quito  a  settlement  up  there 
once,  tlie  mill  wa>  probably  erected  as  a  matter  of  con\'enienee  in 
grinding  tlieir  grain,  as  trips  to  the  valley  were  laborious.  The  stream 
utilized  was  the  ''roaring  Kirook." 

WHO  THEIR  NEIGHBORS  V/ERE. 

Vv'illiam  Tanner,  tirandtatlier  of  Doctor  Tanner,  lived  where 
William  S.  Ketcliam  now  resides.  William  Fry  v.dierc  "\Vright  P.  Tabor 
does.  David  .Johnson  in  what  is  now  Mr.  Tabor's  tenant  house. 
Daniel  Somers,  lived  where  .Joseph.  Ryan  docs.  Closes  Swift  on 
"Forjlar  Kill."  and  Thomas  Swift,  known  as  "Saxony"  Swift  beyond, 
at  the  foot  of  the  hill.  Alexander  Grant  owned  the  farm,  now  Horatio 
N.  Bain's.  On  the  Mou'itain  were, -Clark  Preston,  Horace  Cook, 
Allan  Kennedy,  and  other  good  substantial  citizens  like  the  Patchins, 
Crton*,\Volcotts,  Hufcuts.  and  olhers, 

THE    DISTRICT    SCHOOLS    IN    THE    BENSON 
NEIGHBORHOOD. 

Probably  the  first  common  school  to  be  established  in  th<=  neigh- 
borhood where  most  oi  the  Benson  famiiies  lived  was  the  one  near  the 
house  of  Jacob  Benson,  a  grandson  of  Jacob  the  pioneer.  This  was 
in  the  tov,-n  of  Amenia.  on  the  Amenia-Dover  line,  and  on  the  hiirhway 
leading  west  from  Emanuel  C.  Benson's. 

The  school  building,  which  was  a  small,  un{)ainted  one,  was 
located  at  the  southern  point  of  the  hill  just  vv-est  of  "L  ncle"  Jacob's. 
It  was  unoccu})ied  for  many  years  previous  to  being  torn  down — as 
we  think  between  ISSO  and  1885. 

It  is  not  known  when  it  was  erected,  but  Miss  Polly  Hopkins 
taught  there  previous  to  her  marriage  to  Jacob  Benson,  which  was 
prior  to  1S08.  Afterwards  her  sister,  Jvliss  Lodema  Hopkins  taught 
there  for  a  long  time.  She  was  succeeded  l)y  Abbie  Harris.  Aboirt 
the  period  of  her  incumbency  some  objection  was  raided  to  continuing 
the  school  which  developed  into  a  neiuhborhocd  feud.  One  night 
the  windows  of  the  school  house  were  smashed,  and  feeling  ran  high 
so  that  the  school  was  closed  in  consequence. 
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Amonc?  those  wlio  attended  there  vvere  Davdd  Bcnson\s  children, 
as  well  as  frrandchJldren,  among  the  latter  being  .Mr.-;.  Cyrus  Stark 
(thci)  Sarah  Benson),  of  Dover,  X.  V.  One  of  Joshua  Benson's  sons. 
J.  Edwiu  Benson  of  Dover  Plains,  also  recalls  going  to  s-hcoi  there> 
when  a  very  small  boy.  .Mrs.  Stark,  now  (lOLV)  S3  years  of  age  told 
the  writer  that  she  was  tiirce  years  old  wl^en  she  first  attended  school 
there. 

SCHOOL  DISTRICT  No.  1.  D0\  ER. 

It  is  beyond  the  ken  oi  anyone  now  living  to  give  any  information 
abc^uc  the  date  of  the  forination  of  school  district  No.  1,  Dover.     The 
present  school  building  was  erected  before  ISGO.  but  has  beea  remodel- 
ed to  some  extent  since  that  time.     There  are  a  few  living  now  who 
went  to  school  there  in  the  late  forties.     They  say  tliat  ilie  old  red 
school  house  of  that  period  had  apparently  been  there  a  long  time. 
The  teachers,  so  far  as  their  names  can  be  recalled,  have  been  as  fol- 
lows: Homer  Waller,  Ezra  Howland,  Miles   Andrews..

These  names  are  not  given  in  the  or<lrr  of  incumbency,  for  it  has 
not  been  possible  to  obtain  data  of  the  service  of  many  of  them.  When 
Ezra  Howland  taught  there  about  70  years  ago  he  punished  a  b{\v 
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named  Tarpenning,  (Zillfili  Tarpenning's  son^  so  Wrutally  that,  he  died 
soon  nfterwfird?  as  ri  re-uit  of  the  injurie^  received.  The  next  raorn- 
ms:  after  the  incident  occurred,  some  of  the  young  raeu  of  the  district 
■^rent  to  the  school  house  with  the  intention  of  punishing  Howland, 
but  he  had  decamped,  and  the  opportunity  to  administer  justice 
never  came.
